nia 
walnut 
harvest, 
which 


promises to be one of the heavi- 
est crops on record. A visit to 
La Fuente Walnut Growers as- 
sociation house reveals that 
every preparation has been 
made by the management to 
handle the crop of the West Co- 
vina and Puente districts. 


To date, seventy-seven tons of 


green nuts have been received at the 
house, which will be consigned to 
Europe by steamship to fill orders 
for the English market. This is the 
first season that California growers 
have entered this field and the ex- 
periment will be watched with con- 
siderable interest. For many years 
demand for green nuts in the En- 
glish market, has been supplied ex- 
clusively by the French and Italian 
growers, but it is believed .that by 
maintaining a uniform standard pack 
the American grower will be able to 
compete successfully with the for- 
eign nuts on the English market. 


The injurious effect of the exces- 


sive heat, late in August, is now ap- 
parent in the local groves and it'is 
estimated that growers have suffered 
a loss of from ten to fifteen per cent 
by sunburn. 


In this district a large percentage 


of the growers are prepared to pro- 
cess their nuts with gas, which will

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experiments along this line have 
been made'in the past few years, 
this is the first season that it has be- 
come at all general. The use of de- 
hydrators for drying the nuts, in- 
stead of placing them in trays in the 
sun, also makes for an earlier har- 
vest with whiter meats. 


Charles Forsythe 
Dangerously Hurt 
by Automobile

Charles R. Forsythe, well-known 


resident, with his wife living at 315 
West San Bernardino road, received 
injuries, possibly fatal in character, 
by being struck by an automobile 
shortly after 7:30 Tuesday evening.

Those who witnessed the ac- 
cident state that the woman stopped 
her car at the intersection of Fourth 
street and San Bernardino road and 
that it was while she was making 
the turn that the injured man, ap- 
parently becoming confused, stepped 
directly in front of the car and was 
thrown violently against the curb. 


Removed to the hospital, it was 


ascertained that he had sustained a 
crushed chest, a punctured lung, and 
other injuries.

The erection last week by the 


North American Consolidated 
Oil company of a derrick on the 
property of Earl Smith on Or- 
ange avenue, half way between 
Merced avenue and the Valley 
boulevard, has verified rumors, 
current for some months, that 
substantial oil interests contem- 
plate the boring of several wells 
in the West Covina district. 


The new derrick, a frame struc- 


ture, is one hundred and thirty feet 
in height. From the time the first 
timbers were on the ground only 
thirty-six hours elapsed before its 
erection was completed, a feat pro- 
nouncedly old-time rig builders as 
a record.

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been on the ground less than three 
weeks, the derrick has been erected, 
machinery and engines installed, 
slump hole excavated, and the rig 
in full operation. A crew of twenty- 
two men were engaged in the erec- 
tion work. The drillers and helpf.-rs, 
with their families, will make their 
home in Baldwin Park during the 
sinking of the well. 


The company is prepared, under 


the terms of the lease, to sink to a 
depth of 7500 feet if necessary. Their 
geologists, however, are of the opin- 
ion that oil sand will be found at 
iess than 3000 feet.

personal property not secured by 
real estate to pay their taxes with- 
out a penalty under terms of a new 
law passed this year by the legis- 
lature. Heretofore, personal prop- 
erty taxes have become delinquent 
December 1 and subject to a 10 per 
cent penalty. 
Provisions of the new law have 


set the delinquent date back to Sep- 
tember 15 and made the penalty 8 
per cent. 


With taxes still oustanding on 


thousands of automobiles, according 
to various county assessors, owners 
of these vehicles not only face the 
penalty charge, but unless the taxes 
are paid, they will be unable to ob- 
tain their 1936 license plates.

Business Is to Be Allowed 
to Breathe— 


President Roosevelt announces "a breath- 


ing spell for business." 


That's the language he used in his letter 


last week to Roy Howard, publisher of a 
string of newspapers. 


By it he means, of course, that there will 


be no legislation proposed for the present 
which, because of its experimental character, 
will give business the jitters. 


The administration began nearly three years 


ago to use the pulmotor on business, in an 
attempt to get it to breathing again. The 
NRA pulmotor seems to have caused a few 
spasmodic jerks of the patient, but the pul- 
motor broke down and congress hurriedly put 
together a number of artificial respiration 
gadgets, all of which produced a few gasps, 
indicative of returning life or the death rattle, 
which it could not be determined. Business 
did emerge from coma long enough to moan: 
"Lemme alone; take those dammed things 
away." Many a victim has been pumped to 
death by an amateur pulmotor squad. 


Now it is announced that business is to be 


given "a breathing spell." If these rescue 
squads can be kept away from the patient for 
a reasonable time, nature, in the guise of old 
supply and demand, may get business to hob- 
bling around again. 


We're Already in the War— 


The United States declared war on Ethiopia 


more than two months ago. 


You don't think so? In Texas and Missouri 


buyers began collecting mules for a shipment 
to'Italy, paying a price per head that was a 
third above the market. The mules have been 
received by Mussolini's army, and will be 
used in the rough, mountainous Ethiopian 
country where motor transport is impracti- 
cable. 


This puts-us indicecjjff.in..as ,an_ally of Italy. 


If another country decides to take Ethiopia's 
part she will capture or sink vessels carry- 
ing munitions, foodstuffs and transport equip- 
ment consigned to Italy. America can pro- 
test, but in vain, and we are in the war. The 
new neutrality legislation just signed by 
President Roosevelt forbids any shipment of 
war material, or its transhipment, but can we 
or will we enforce this law? One senator, in 
voting for the neutrality bill, remarked, pessi- 
mistically: "It's just another New Year reso- 
lution." 


If we persist in becoming the commissary 


for warring nations, we must be prepared to 
enter the war eventually, for the commissary 
is a vital, in fact, the most vital department 
in the military establishment. When we ship 
mules to Italy to be used in hauling guns over 
Ethiopian mountains, we are in the war. 


Until the whole world learns that nations 


at war must be isolated economically and ac- 
tually as a smallpox zone is isolated, all mod- 
ern wars will be world-wars. 


Nature's Moods— 


One might think, from reading the daily 


prints, that an angry god was engaged in de- 
stroying the world. 


But Florida has always had hurricanes; 


California has always had earthquakes; For- 
mosa is the center of serious earth disturb- 
ances; the middle western American plains 
were made in the beginning by successions 
of drouths and floods. The Nile river, in its 
annual rampages, enriches and perpetuates 
the richness of its delta. 


These "acts of God" 
are natural. They 


seem of greater intensity and frequency be- 
cause populations have been increased and 
science has given us almost incredible means 
of knowing about them with immediacy, 
wherever they may occur. 


We can and do sympathize with any local- 


ity visited by disaster, as we sympathize this 
week with the stricken areas in Florida. But 
with nature tiiey are not disasters but mere 
routine, and we, being a part of nature, must 
and will adapt our civilization to them. 


// He Could Speak— 


Citizens of Oklahoma began grandiose plans 


for a costly memorial to Will Rogers before 
his broken body had reached the mainland 
on that last airflight from the frozen Alaskan 
tundra where he crashed and died. 


But two towns claimed the right to the loca- 


tion of the memorial, and now, of course, they 
are calling names and fighting like cats and 
dogs. 


This is the usual and expected procedure 


in all such movements. But in the case of 
Rogers, we are urged to philosophize about 
it, as if prompted by the shade of the gentle 
wisecracker. We can plainly hear Rogers 
talking about it as if it were some other per- 
son. 


WILL ROGERS SAYS: 


"See where two towns hi Oklahoma 


can't agree on a place for a memorial for 
some feller who used to make 'em laugh 
and forget their troubles when he was 
moseying around that country. A feller 
that used to try to make people like each 
other a little better. This feller used to 
say he never met anybody he didn't like, 
and that his hometown was any town 
where he could find someone that, could 
take a joke. Seems to me these good 
Oklahoma folks ought to lake that money 
(two million, wasn't it, they said they was 
goin' to spend for this memorial) and buy 
some better education, and mebbe a base- 
ball or a football or two to use in the 
schoolyards. Funny things people try to 
do to show appreciation sometimes. Bet 
that feller (hey waul to build a memorial 
to would like to be where he could advise 
'em in his old, simple way. Bet he'd tell 
'cm he didn't want money wasted on a 
memorial, but just for them to learn not 
to take themselves too durn serious, 
whatever they do, and to try to find at 
least one person every day to be kind to."

Orange Sales Hold 
Steady During 
Past Week 


With 1330 cars of oranges allocat- 


ed to southern California this week 
by the growers' advisory committee, 
citrus ranchers were hopeful of hold- 
ing the price gains made last week, 
with the allotment 130 carloads more 
than last. 


Oranges gained 11 cents a box to 


hit $3.69 last week, which was rapid- 
ly approaching the $3.82 figure of 
ast year. Two years ago oranges 
were bringing $3.13 a box at this 
.ime. 


Lemons dropped 83 cents a box 


last week to $3.90, which the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange ac- 
counted for by stating the demand 
was lighter, and much of the offer- 
ngs were off-quality and sizes. The 
$3.90 a box still was above the aver- 
ages of $3.87 and $3.66. respectively, 
;or the corresponding weeks of 1934 


OUt. 
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Labor day curtailed the sales last 


week, and this week there was no 
holiday, Admission day on the first 
day of the week being only a Cali- 
fornia holiday. Sales of oranges last 


week totaled 519 carloads, or 61 less 
than for the preceding week. Lemon 
sales dropped off 104 carloads down 
to 155 for the four-day week. 


Commenting on last week's mar- 


ket as a whole, the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange stated: Valencias 
continued to advance last week, with 
volume of sales well maintained, 
considering that no sales were made 
on Monday. The lemon market was 
lower because of lighter demand and 
the off-quality and sizes of much of 
the offerings.. 


Some hope of higher orange prices 


was seen for the coming weeks with 
announcement that the Florida crop 
had been cut an estimated two per 
cent by the hurricane of last week. 
The grapefruit crop was cut between 
eight and nine per cent, according to 
E. E. Patterson, sales manager of the 
Florida Citrus Exchange. The year's 
crop already was slim when the 
storm struck, being placed at 250,000 
boxes of oranges arid 750,000 of 
grapefruit. The loss was confined al- 
most entirely to the west coast.

\V heard that song he was a 


young man in his early 20's 


working as a farm hand on a large 
ranch in Ventura county for "$40 a 
month and found." That was nearly 
70 years ago. 


Today, "Uncle Dan" Reichard is 


in his 90th year. During all those 
years he has made that song his per- 
sonal creed—for he has surely "pad- 
dled his own canoe." It has helped 
him survive ill-fated business ven- 
tures, brought him thru drought and 
freeze, and into a ripe old age with 


the grown men. But they got 50 
cents a day as compared with the 10 
cents I received," he recalls. 


An older brother had come to Cal- 


ifornia to work as an oil driller in 
1865, 
and young Dan Reichard de- 


cided to come west in 1868. He 
traveled by boat to Panama, by train 
across the isthmus, and then by boat 
north to San Francisco, the journey 
taking 27 days from New York. He 
celebrated his 22nd birthday en- 
route. 


Doing general farm work, he la- 


bored around the bay area for a 
time, hut became ill and soon after 
came south to Los Angeles. 


All the time he was working he 


saved his money and in 1870 struck 
out for himself in a dairy proposi-

He had become well ac- 
quainted with many of these men 
while in Ixjs Angeles, renting them 
horses and buggies for their trips 
out into the fruit belt to contact the 
growers. In the fifteen years he sold 
fruit in this manner he made money 
in only three. Generally the season 
wound up with a request from the 
commission man for money to make 
up a deficit in returns. "But I al- 
ways saw my contract specified that 
I wasn't to make up any losses, even 
if I didn't get a return for my fruit," 
Mr. Reichard recalls. 


For many years now Mr. Reichard 


has sold his fruit cooperatively thru 
the Irwindale Citrus association, and 
is satisfied that it is the only way 
out for the grower. For many years 
he served as a director of the asso- 
ciation. 


The freeze of 1913 hit the Reichard 


orchards rather hard. Always a pro- 
gressive grower, he was one of the

readily exclaimed: "Hard times? 
You young fellows don't know what 
hard times are. I remember when a 
dollar was pretty big—and mighty 
scarce. We couldn't sell our crops 
and most of what we had to eat we 
raised ourselves. We dug up roots 
along the river for firewood. The 
government wasn't feeding or cloth- 
ing our families. Many a winter the 
only meat we had was what we 
killed ourselves—mostly rabbits and 
quail." 


Mr. Reichard feels there are great 


opportunities in western Oregon, 
south of Portland. He visited there 
a few years ago and was much im- 
pressed with the country. "I saw 
thousands of acres which could be 
bought for $2 or $3 an acre. It could 
be cleared with a little dynamite 
and hard work. Why, they grow 
walnuts up in that country twice as 
big as any of mine! When I came 
back it made me ashamed of the 
puny things I had been growing."

In 1922 the grove was again badly 


damaged by frost, but Mr. Reichard 
had crop insurance that year and 
fared pretty well, even if the insur- 
ance company didn't. 


In the early years lack of water 


was one of the principal troubles of 
ranchers in the whole valley. The 
question of who had rights to what 
water was available had never been 
settled and the factions protected 
their interests with guards and shot- 


uns. 
But after years of strife, claims 


and counter-claims, a compromise 
was reached and since then there has 
3een little friction between water 
users. In these struggles Mr. Reich- 
ard played a leading part. 


For 34 years Mr. Richard served 


on the board of the Azusa Irrigating 
company and for many years on the 
'committee of nine" which repres- 
ents the water companies and pri- 
vate interests. For a long time he 
was chairman of the canyon com- 
mittee of the latter group. While no 
longer active, he is still an honorary 
member of the board of Azusa Irri- 
gating company and of the "commit- 
tee of nine." 


Mr. Reichard served on the board 


of supervisors of'Los Angeles county 
in 1884 and 1885, but declined to run 
for re-election.

"Uncle Dan," us everyone 
in 


the Azusa-Irwindale-Covina district 
knows this lovable man, has been 
growing oranges since 1875. A good 
many of those first seedling trees he 
set out 60 years ago are still bearing 
profitable crops. But most of the 
33 acres of citrus trees on his 52-acre 
propertv on San Bernardino road at 
Irwindale have been set out since 
the turn of the century—in fact three 
acres, planted as intersets in some 
old walnut trees, are not yet in 
bearing. 


This remarkable man within recent 


years has turned the care of the 
family orchards over to his son, De 
Forest, but he still takes a keen in- 
terest in the operation of the grove 
and keeps himself informed on the 
progress of the industry. 


In fact, the writer's attention was 


called to Mr. Reichard when the Ir- 
windale Citrus association held open 
house for its grower-members upon 
completion of a precooling plant a 
lew months ago. Uncle Dan was 
present on that occasion and keenly 
interested in the modern methods of 
handling the fruit—in sharp contrast 
with the early years he recalled 
when a gang of "coolies" picked and 
packed the fruit right in the orchard. 


Mr. Reichard has owned the same 


ranch property since the fall of 1873, 
although for several of the first 25 
years it was rented out. Since 1900 
he has made his home on the place 
and developed it to citrus and wal- 
nuts. The first citrus trees, consist- 
ing of one acre of seedlings, were set 
out as nursery trees in 1875 and in 
orchard form two years later. In 
1878 
and 1S79 a few acres of valen- 


cias were planted by a tenant as a 
part of the rent money for the 150 
acres then making up the ranch. 
Later about five acres of lemons 
were set out, but were frozen back 
and budded over to Thomson navels. 
Those did not prove successful and 
were later pulled out. As money 
became available additional plantings 
of oranges were made. Today there 
are 33 acres in citrus, seven in navel 
oranges, the one in seedlings, and the 
remainder in valencias. All of the 
trees are full bearing with the ex- 
ception of a few acres of valencias 
which have been recently planted. 
There are 21 acres in walnuts, plant- 
ed in 1920 and 1924. The remainder 
of the original ranch of 150 acres was 
sold several years ago. 


Daniel Reichard was born in Ma- 


honey county, Ohio, April 1, 184G. 
His boyhood was spent on his fath- 
t?r's farm. One of his earliest jobs, 
as a boy of 12 years, was cutting 
corn for 10 cents a day. "I cut two 
rows of corn to every three cut by 


tion in Ventura county. That was a 
dry year and he lost all he had sav- 
ed, so back he went to work for 
wages as a harvest hand at Hueneme 
and bossing a gang of "coolies" pick- 
ing grapes at Lake Vineyard near 
San Gabriel. For a year and a half 
he was employed on the ranch of 
General Stoneman at Alhambra, 
again saving his money for a "stake." 


He bought a half interest in a 


stable and feed business on Aliso 
street in Los Angeles and prospered. 
It was during this time that he pur- 
chased with his brother John, 150 
acres at what is now Irwindale, pay- 
ing in cash $13.12 per acre. 


In 1873 Mr. Reichard played a part 


in the capture of Vasquez, noted 
bandit and desperado. The sheriff, 
hearing that Vasquez was going to 
be at a certain place, sent word to 
Mr. Reichard, asking him to collect 
horses for a large posse, keeping his 
movements under cover. Mr. Reich- 
ard assembled the horses without 
arousing the suspicions of Vasquez' 
men and the bandit was taken. Two 
years later, three men who were part 
of that gang, stole the horses from 
Mr. Reichard's ranch. The owner 
trailed them up the San Gabriel 
canyon and subsequently recovered 
not only his own horses but those 
of the thieves as well. 


In 1874 he sold his stable and 


moved out to the ranch he had pur- 
chased the year before. Much of the 
land was covered with castor bean 
plants, cactus and brush, but was 
cleared in time for planting to grain 
that fall. 


One day the next year, while on 


visit to San Gabriel, Mr. Reichard 
saw a Mr. Hall, an old friend who 
had quite a planting of citrus nur- 
sery stock. He told Mr. Hall to wrap 
up 75 or 100 plants and he would 
pick them up later. He brought 
those first seedbed plants back to the 
ranch tied onto the back of the sad- 
dle of liis horse. He set them out in 
nursery rows and in orchard form 
in the spring of 1877. 


Mr. Reichard says there must have 


been five different varieties of seed- 
lings in this planting. Some bear 
thick-skinned, deep-colored fruits, 
while the fruits of others are pale 
and thin-skinned. About 40 of these 
trees arc still in production, bearing 
from 700 to 7000 field boxes an- 
nually. Some have borne as high 
as 35 field boxes. They are huge, 
fine specimens and capable of many 
years more of production. Many 
years the one acre has produced 
more than 1800 boxes. Mr. Reichurd 
says they have always paid better 
than the navels. 


Raising grain was the principal 


use put to the land in early years. 
A considerable acreage was set oat 


to apples, peaches and apricots, but* 
they never paid and were pulled out' 
after a few years. 


In 1877 Dan Reichard went back 


to Los Angeles and into the livery 
business with his old partner, his 
brother John staying on the ranch. 
But in 1880 he came back to the 
ranch, planting that year grain and 
potatoes. Crops were good, but they 
couldn't be sold at any price. Three 
four-horse wagonloads of potatoes 
brought credit for $27.50 on his gro- 
cery bill and the storekeeper refused 
to take any more. So they were left 
to rot in the ground. Barley was 
worth only about 40 cents a hun- 
dred pounds. Mr. Reichard and a 
neighbor decided to store their grain 
until the price improved. They held 
it three years, when the price went 
up to as high as $1.25 a hundred for 
barley. They sold then and made a 
nice profit after paying interest, in- 
surance and storage charges. 


Mr. Reichard's third and last ven- 


ture into the livery business took 
him back into Los Angeles in 1836, 
where he stayed until 1900. During 
that period the ranch was run by his 
brother-partner or leased out to ten- 
ant farmers. His brother wanted to 
get away, so Dan bought his interest, 
although it took nearly every cent 
he had. John Reichard had always 
been opposed to planting oranges, 
but Dan decided the thing to do was 
to develop more of the land into 
permanent orchards. He never went 
into debt for his trees, but bit by bit 
he set out oranges and has never 
regretted doing so, as they have paid 
well over the years. 


The old ranch house built in 1876 


is still standing, but its use has been 
relegated to that of garage and store- 
room. In 1907 Mr. Reichard erected 
a large, comfortable dwelling where 
he now lives with his son and grand- 
children. The son, DeForest, was 
for many years in the seed business 
in Los Angeles and has a wide ac- 
quaintance among citrus men. He 
operates the orchards according to 
the latest approved practices and 
has kept up the efficiency of the 
trees by so doing. 


Daniel Reichard has always kept 


up the fertility of the soil. He felt 
that manure was the best way to do 
this and in the early yj.".irs he put 
on as much as he had money for. 
He never had any starved trees in 
his orchard. 


Another practice, even in the 


years when freque-nt and heavy cul- 
tivation was the general rule, was to 
never work the soil too soon after a 
rain or irrigation. "When I was a 
youngster back in Ohio," says Mr. 
Reichard, "my father wouldn't let 
us cultivate or plow while the soil 
was wet. And he always had some-

That there has been a large in- 


crease in public debt in recent years 
is commonly known. However, the 
enormity of the increase is not easily 
conceivable until figures are graphi- 
cally compared, as presented in the 
above chart by William Cavalier and 
company. 


This chart shows the amount that 


each individual in California now 
owes and has owed at times during 
the past. Twenty years ago the in- 
debtedness of this state, its counties, 
and its municipalities amounted to 
$70.24 per capita. Adding the indi- 
vidual's proportionate amount of the 
federai debt, the total was $82.07. 


Then followed a period of govern- 


mental spending financed by the is- 
suance of bonds. By the middle of 
1931 outstanding obligations of Cali- 
fornia and its political subdivisions 
had increased to $159.59 per capita. 
The latest figures available are as of 
June 30, 1934, at which time the 
amount was $144.96. 


The cost of the world war added 


greatly to the federal public debt, 
but in boom years that followed, a 
substantial part of the debt was re- 
tired. Then came the depression. 
In the face of a diminution of reve- 
nue, large governmental expendit- 
ures were made for relief and aid, so 
that the federal debt again increased, 
reaching a total of $225.50 per capita 
on June 30, last.
